At  aBout  0602  hours  a  formation  of  eight  Japaneso  war  pianos  came 
through  the  clouds  and  levelled  off  as  for  a  Bombing  run.  The  first 
Bombs  dropped  at  approximately  0605  hours  in  tho  vicinity  of  the  Cable 
Station  and  Pan-American  compound.  Several  men  were  wounded  By  shrapnel 
and  machine  gun  fire.
